Young lady strives to overcome ASL LA

"No matter how bad things are, 
they can always be worse" or "you 
can do whatever you set your mind 
to" - these are statements that almost 
all of us have made at one time or 
another. 

I seriously doubt that very many 
of us have really realized the true 
meaning of the above statements. 

On July 13, 1988, a beautiful 
young girl, full of life and ready to 
take on the world, found out that she 
had a brain tumor. This most certain- 
ly would be terrible news to anyone, 
but to someone who is young and 
just really beginning to live, it can be 
devastating, 

Sonya Williamson of Elba was 
that beautiful young girl. 

After further examination by spe- 
cialists in Birmingham, Alabama, it 
was determined that Soyna's condi- 
tion was operable. On September 14, 
1988, after extensive surgery, the tu- 
mor was removed. 

The surgery left Soyna partially 
paralyzed and as soon as she recov- 
ered from the surgery, she had to un- 
dergo physical rehabilitation. 

Sonya remained at the Spain Re- 
habilitation Hospital in Birmingham 
for six weeks and on November 2, 
1988 she was able to come home, 

Although she was better, Sonya 
was by no means completely recov- 
ered and had to continue in therapy 
for six additional months in Mont- 
gomery, 


Today, two years later, Sonya is 
working for the Governor's Office in 
Montgomery, Alabama. One of her 
primary duties, I'm told, is to read 
the Governor's mail! How about 
that!! 

Sonya has come a long, long way 
and she'd be the first to tell you that 
i's takes sheer courage and determi- 
nation, Also, to have the love and 
concern of others don't hurt any ei- 
ther! 

Sonya said, "I want to say 
'THANKS' to all the people who 
have been concerned about me." 

She stated that "when something 
bad happens there usually is a reason 
for it!" 

"I do not know why this (the tu- 
mor) happened to me, all I can do is 
the best I can and thank God for the 
Strength he gives to me daily." 

Sonya said, "I would especially 
like to thank Mr. Gene McKenzie 
for helping me with my job." 

Mr. McKenzie is an assistant to 
Governor Guy Hunt and while he 
was in Elba aiding flood victims on 
behalf of the governor, he came to 
know Sonya. 

He found out that she had applied 
for several jobs with local firms, but 
was unsuccessful in obtaining em- 
ployment. 

Mr. McKenzie was very instru- 
mental in assisting Sonya in getting 
the job with the Governor's Office, 
but he would be very quick to point 
out that Sonya's abilities and a strong 
desire to learn were the reasons for 
her obtaining the job.

N.B. ex-police officer 
wants serverance pay

A New Brockton ex-police offi- 
cer requests severance pay. 

Joan Bobson, who was dismissed 
from the New Brockton police force 
on November 16, 1990, wrote a let- 
ter to the city council requesting that 
she be paid two weeks severance pay 
by the city. 

According to Chief Richard Nich- 
ols, Bobson was hired as a police of- 
ficer by New Brockton on “April 12, 
1990. She was hired temporarily 
pending her attending the police 
academy, and successfully complet- 
ing the required course and being 
certified by the state's Peace Officers 
Standard Training Committee. 

A letter and/or report consisting 
of some twenty-seven pages pertain- 
ing to Officer Bobson was received 
from the police academy located in 
Selma, Alabama last Thursday, No- 
vember 29, 1990. The report con- 
firmed that she had failed to success- 
fully complete the required training; 
therefore, she had been dismissed 
from the academy. 

Bobson had been _ terminated 
from the academy upon a verbal re- 
port from academy officials to Chief 
Nichols. 

In the letter from Bobson request- 
ing severance, she also had request- 
ed that the city's workman compen- 
sation carrier be responsible for her 


‘fravelers' Plan . 

Presently the county employces 
are provided health insurance under 
the Humana Health Care Plan. 

According to County Administra- 
tor Wilson Mobley, the county had 
to go with a plan that it could afford 
and at the same time provide the em- 
ployees with as good a coverage.as 
possible. 

Under the plan now being provid- 
ed by Humana, the county pays a 
premium of just over $105 per em- 
ployee. The cost per employee to the 
county under the new coverage pro- 
vided by Security Life Insurance 
will be just over $109. 


medical treatment (payment), She 
stated that she sustained injury dur- 
ing the performance of her duty as a 
police officer while at the police 
academy in Selma. Date of the inju- 
ry was allegedly on November 14, 
1990, 

Attached to the latter was a copy 
of a letter written by Chief Nichols 
verifying that Bobson was injured 
during the performance of her duties 
and was entitled to workman's com- 
pensation. The letter was dated No- 
vember 19, 1990, 

In reference to the matter con- 
cerning Bobson's request for sever- 
ance pay, the council voted to ask 
the city's attorney, Joe Sawyer, for 
advise on the matter. 

In other business, Mayor Jim 
Driskell recommended that the coun- 
cil approve a one-time $50 raise for 
city employees as a Christmas bo- 
nus. The council unanimously ap- 
proved the raise. Employees will re- 
ceive the bonus in their next pay 
check. 

Other matters addressed by the 
councilmen were as follows: 

***Paid the bills totaling $1,024.99. 

***Councilmen were reminded, by 
the mayor, to make their plans to at- 
tend the city employees' Christmas 
dinner at noon on December 18, 
1990 in city hall. 

***Bids on city's sewage expansion 
are expected to be received by the 
next meeting on December 17, 1990.

The Ti- 
gers had chances to score, but a wide open receiver was missed on a pass on 
a faked punt in the second quarter; another receiver that was thirty-yards be- 
hind the nearest defender was overthrown early in the third quarter, and a 
drive that had moved 36 yards down to the Dallas County 24 bogged down 
when the Tigers suddenly abandoned their outside running attack and went 
inside, Another score was wiped out when a fumble that was scooped up by 
Ronald McKinnon and returned for a touchdown was nullified because a 
referee was blocked out on the play and nevér even saw the ball hit the 
ground and blew the play dead. True....Elba managed only 66 yards of total 
offense, but the Tigers still had their chances, they just couldn't get a break, 

The defense seemed confused early in the game and gave up some big 
plays, but rose to several Dallas County threats and kept the Tigers in the 
game until the final stanza. The defensive secondary got burned for 151 
yards, a season high, but it too battled until the end and prevented a late 
score with a big hit near the goalline.

Tiger title hopes vanish in 12-0 loss to Dallas County 


The Elba Tigers saw their hopes 
for a second straight state football 
championship vanish last week on a 
cold Friday night in Dallas County 
as the Dallas County Hornets 
blanked the Tigers 12-0, in the third 
round of the state 3A playoffs. 

The loss left the Tigers with a 10- 
3 record, while Dallas County ad- 
vanced to the semifinal round with a 
10-3 slate. 

Dallas County received the open- 
ing kickoff and stunned the Tigers as 
on the second play of the game An- 
dre Jones fired a 57-yard pass to An- 
thony Gutheridge that carried to the 
Elba 23-yardline. 

The long pass also served as a 
wake-up eall for the Elba defense; 
however, and led by Bennie Wilker- 
son and Ronald McKinnon, the Ti- 
gers knocked the Hornets all the way 
back to the 42-yardline and forced a 
punt, 

Dallas County got the ball back at 
midfield following an Elba punt and 
once again headed toward the Tiger 
endzone, moving to a first down at 
the Elba 13-yardline behind the run- 
ning of Derek Montgomery and the 
passing of Andre Jones. 

The Elba defense again rose to 
meet the challenge and tumed the 
Hornets away empty-handed, as on 
fourth down and 8, a 37-yard field- 
goal attempt sailed wide. 

The Hornets got the ball back 
again late in the first quarter and this 
time marched 64 yards in 10 plays to 
score the first points of the night. 

A big play in the drive came on a 
second down and 15 situation when 
the Hornets completed a pass for a 
10-yard gain and then got the bene- 
fits of a 15-yard penalty against the 
Tigers for grabbing the facemask on 
the tackle.

The Elba defense again met the 
challenge; however, as a fumbled 
pitchout resulted in an 11-yard loss, 
and on third down at the Elba 9, 
Bryce Phillips sacked the Dallas 
County quarterback for a 10 yard 
loss. 

The Hornets attempted a 38-yard 
ficld-goal, but it fell short and with 
5:29 left in the half the Elba defense 
had survived another Dallas County 
surge!

Not Many Like Him

Not Many Like Him

There aren't too many Milton 
Belchers in the world today to say 
the least.

Livestock Feed 


Stan Windham 
Associate County Agent 


We have had more and more ques- 
tions around Coffee County concern- 
ing sampling livestock feed. The fol- 
lowing should give you some ideas 
concerning sampling techniques. 


SAMPLING FEED FOR ANALY- 
SIS 

Sampling is one of the most im- 
portant steps in determining the nu- 
tritive value of animal feeds. Howev- 
er, if you do not send the laboratory 
a good representative sample of the 
feed to be tested, the results of the 
chemical analysis will be worthless 
regardless of how accurate the test 
may be. 

You must get a sample that will 
represent the entire lot of forage, 
mixed feed or individual ingredient 
if the results are to show the true 
feeding value of the material. A sam- 
ple should consist of 1/4 pound of 
the feed material you want to be ana- 
lyzed. Seal it in an airtight plastic 
bag after removing as much air as 
possible. It is especially important to 
remove as much air as possible from 
the bag containing silage or fresh-cut 
forage and mail it immediately be- 
Cause these fecds deteriorate quick- 
Iv 
‘Taking a Hay Sample 

Each individual sample should 
represent a batch of hay that was 
treated alike -- cut from the same 
field, cut on the same day and at the 
same stage of maturity, fertilized and 
harvested alike, and with the same 
amount of weathering. Submit separ- 
ale samples for batches of hay which 
were handled differently. 

When sampling baled hay, take a 
litde hay from bales at various loca- 
lions in the stack and combine these 
sub-samples. When sampling from 
large bales, be sure to take the sam- 
ple from the non-weathered portion 
inside the bale, 


Taking A Silage Of Green-chop 
Sample 

A silage sample from an upright 
silo should be taken only after the 
top five feet of silage have been re- 
moved. In a trench or bunker silo, 
take a sample from the fresh surface 
of the silage after some has been fed. 
Be sure that any samples represent 
as nearly as possible the entire 
amount or acfeage that you want to 
be analyzed. 


Taking a Mixed Feed or Grain 
Sample 

You must be careful to get a rep- 
resentative sample of the entire lot of 
grain, mixed feed or other feed mate- 
rials for which you need nutritional 
information. If you do not have a 
probe, make up the sample from var- 
ious areas of the feed. 

Once you complete the informa- 
tion on the sampling data Page per- 
taining to feed sample identification, 
analysis desired, and ration formula- 
tion, you are ready to mail the sam- 
ple to Auburn. If a ration calculation 
is requested, contact us at the Exten- 
sion office. Testing packets are 
available at our office,

CARE FOR PLANTS 
Most of the plants you give or get 
for Christmas will be greenhouse 
grown under almost ideal conditions, 
Moving them to the flower shop or 
garden center and then into the home 
can be quite a shock for them. You 
need to provide the proper light, 
temperature, moisture, and soil con- 
ditions to keep the plant looking 
pretty after the holidays are over. 

Here are some tips on caring for 
the most popular Christmas gift 
plants. 

Azaleas. Although most people 
associate azaleas with spring, these 
plants bloom in many florist shops 
during the Christmas season. Some 
varieties are even suitable for plant- 
ing outdoors. To keep azaleas 
blooming, set the pot in a saucer that 
has water in it at all times. Put plants 
in indirect sunlight. Plant hardy va- 
ricties outdoors after they stop 
blooming. Azaleas will remain in 
bloom from mid winter until early 
spring if they are kept in a location 
where they have diffused sunlight 
and temperatures of 55-60 degrees 
and if they are watered frequently, 
Grow them in this cool, bright loca- 
tion until May. 

In May, plant azaleas in the gar- 
den in a mixture of one part acid soil 
and one part peat moss. Prune the 
plants in late May or early June. 

Repot azaleas before the first 
frost and set the potted plants in a 
frost-free coldframe Unless the 
plants have a period of chilling, they 
bloom irregularly, if at all. 

In November, bring the plants in- 
doors. Keep them in moderate light 
and cool temperatures and water fre- 
quently. Keep dust off the leaves by 
Syringing them with water. Azalea 
plants should bloom 6-10 weeks af- 
ter they are brought indoors, 

Chrysanthemems. —Chysanthe- 
mums are the most popular plants 
sold on a year-round basis in Cofffee 
County. Favorite colors are yellow, 
white, and bronze. Water the plant 
when the soil begins to crumble and 
feels a little dry. Don't wait until the 
plant wilts, but don't keep it saturat- 
ed either. A sunny window in a room 
that is comfortable for you is suita- 
ble for the plant. 

Cyclamen. Discard after flowers 
pass. Flowers last about two weeks 
if the temperature is kept at 70 de- 
grees. If it is kept between 50 and 55 
degrees, the flower lasts much long- 
er. 

Poinsettia. The poinsettia is one 
of the most popular Christmas holi- 
day plants. Although red poinsettias 
are the most common, pink and 
white ones are available also, The 
newer varieties are extremely long- 
lasting and should stay pretty long 
after New Year's Day, 

How often and how much to wa- 
ter a poinsettia varies from one loca- 
tion to another depending on tempes- 
ature and light. Generally, plants 
should be watered lightly once or 
twice a week rather than heavily at 
one time. Don't place the plant in a 
draft. Indirect natural light will pre- 
vent premature leaf drop.

County's attorney instructed to file suit

The Coffee County Commission 
has instructed County Attorney War 
ren Rowe to file suit against Marilyn 
B. and Wendell R. (Buddy) Am- 
mons. 

In a commission meeting held on 
December 3rd in the Enterprise 
Courthouse, the commissioners vot- 
ed to instruct the county's attorney to 
file a suit freezing the Ammons’ as- 
sests until a court decision can be 
rendered. 


Marilyn Ammons has been arrest- 
ed and charged with theft in the first- 
degree in connection with missing 
county funds. Mrs. Ammons was ar- 
rested on October 26. 1990. She 
worked in the county commmission 
office. 

The case will be presented to an 
Elba Division Grand Jury for action 
in the very near future. 

After last Monday's commission 
meeting, Chairman. Billy Eagerton 
was asked about the probable law 
suit against the couple. 

Eagerton said, "What we're doing

is...we had her (Marilyn) bonded for 
$25,000 and what we're trying to do 
is protect the county if the figure 
(dollar amount of missing funds) 
goes above what the bond covers." 

All county employees and offi- 
cials who handle county funds are 
bonded. According to Eagerton, each 
of the commissioners, including 
himself, are bonded for $75,000. 

"At this time we do not know 
what the figure will be," Eagerton 
said. "The auditors have not indicat- 
ed to me that they have an amount 
on it", he continued.

Commission votes to fund DHR building

DHR would then own the 
building. ,

would not be entitled to funds ob- 
tained through federal grants under 
the above arrangement.

Elba City Council deals with abancon vehicles

In Monday's council meeting, 
Elba City fathers adopted an ordi- 
nance to deal with abandon vehicles 
within the city limits. 

Councilman Bill Brunson drafted 
the ordinance using similar ordinanc- 
es from other cities as a guide. He 
stated that he felt the law would 
stand-up if challenged in a court of 
law. 

After reviewing the ordinance, all 
councilman agreed that it was much 
needed and voted to enact the law. 

The point was stressed by Brun- 
son that this ordinance applies to ve- 
hicles that do not run and have been 
sitting for some time. 

No hasty action will be taken 
since the new law has provisions 
which allow the owner of the vehicle 
a sufficient amount of time to move 
or dispose of it without penalty. 

The ordinance will be published 
in the local newspaper before being 
enacted (The ordinance is printed in 
the legal section of this edition). 

Councilmen voted unanimously 
to purchase the house and land be- 
longing to Mrs. Doris Taylor. The 
property is located adjacent to the 
old city hall building (nutrition cen- 
ter) just off the downtown square. 

Cost of the property to the city 
was $20,000. 

Plans are to tear down the Taylor 
house and old city hall and erect new 
structures. A new city library and 
building to house the rescue squad 


will be built on the site. 

Bids for new fire suits (bunker 
gear) were opened at Monday night's 
meeting. Sunbelt Fire Apparatus of 
Fairhope, Alabama bid $543 per suit 
and Danny Bennett and Associates 
of Woodstock, Georgia bid $649 pel 
suit. There are 28 suits involved ir 
the bid. 

The bids were turned over to Fire 
Chief Lloyd Driggers for review 
The council gave the chief and may- 
or Fred Moore the authority to ac- 
cept the bid meeting all the specs. 

FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) funds will be used 
to pay for the suits due to loss of the 
gear in the flood. 

The council was advised that the 
city has $42,000 ($27,000 from gas- 
oline tax and $15,000 from FEMA) 
in funds to be used for the resurfac- 
ing of damaged streets. Councilmen 
voted to allow the mayor to get with 
street department personnel and set 
up a priority on streets to be resur- 
faced. Work will begin in the very 
near future. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey re- 
ported that his department answered 
140 complaints, issued 27 citations, 
investigated 5 traffic accidents, and 
made 6 criminal arrests. Also, he re- 
ported that the animal control officer 
impounded 15 dogs. 

Other action taken by the council 
included the following: 

***Renewed the contract with the 
Chamber of Commerce. The con- 
tract calls for quarterly payments of 


$500 to the C. of C. by the city. 
***Voted to change the next meet- 
ing date of the council to Monday at 
5:15 p.m. on December 17, 1990.

gerton said, "The attorneys found 
that the state cannot own the build- 
ing and then lease it from themselves 
and get federal. money. That's the 
problem." 

Commissioners discussed the 
pros and cons of obligating the citi- 
zens of Coffee County to any further 
indebtedness. ; 

During the discussion, the point 
was made that the county is still ap- 
proximately $2.4 million below its 
debt limit. 

At one point, Commissioner Rob- 
ert Stephens made mention of the 
fact that the county was offered, 
free-of-charge, the old Elba Elemen- 
tary School building to house the 
DHR. The commission declined to 
except the offer. 

Commissioner Stephens also 
made a motion that since the county 
was going to have to borrow the 
money to build the new facility, why 
not build it in New Brockton. The 
motion died for lack of a second. 

Chairman Eagerton stated that the 
building is still not going to cost the 
county any money. A contract will 
be drawn up between the county and 
DHR to make the monthly payments 
on the bond issue for a period of fif- 
teen years or until the bonds are re- 
tired, 

The commissioners voted to pro- 
ceed with purchase of the bonds to 
fund the new DHR facility. 

Once again, Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton was elected to serve as 
chairman of the commission for the 
coming year. This is voted on by the 
commissioners themselves. 

Several resolutions were signed 
by the commissioners initiating the 
process to secure federal grants for 
re-surfacing several roads in the 
county. According to County engi- 
neer Mark Pool, these funds will be 
obtained through Federal Aid Secon- 
dary Grants(FAS).

In spite of wording in the resolu- 
tion that clearly stated no right of 
way across the school lands would 
cross the school campus, board 
members expressed concern for hav- 
ing log trucks on the school grounds. 
They also felt they would be giving 
back something after buying if for a 
premium price. 

The board had planned to make 
final decisions on the new school 
project at this delayed meeting but 
that was not to be. 

The promised final decision from 
Washington on flood damage funds 
had not been received plus the archi- 
tect requested more time to compile 
construction estimates. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
predicted he would be notifying the 
board members of a special called 
meeting within the next week. This 
will be after receiving a notification 
of the amount of federal participa- 
tion in funding the new school pro- 
ject and getting the needed cost re- 
port from the architect.
